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Policy  Backfired 

The  meat  rationing  policy  of  the  War 
Prices  Board  has  backfired.  At  a meeting 
today  in  Oitawa.  officials  of  the  board  will 
be  handed  serious  protests  Irom  all  over  the 
country  against  a policy  which  commended 
itself  neither  to  the  consumers  nor  to  the 
men  who  have  to  handle  the  meat.  The  con- 
sumers arc  not  convinced  that  rationing  in 
this  form  is  necessary.  The  retail  dealers 
have  described  it  as  wasteful  and  uneconomic, 
and  have  proposed  a much  simpler  scheme — 
one  promising  a genuine  reduction  in  meat 
consumption.  These  protests  cannot  be  ig- 
nored. 

If  the  present  policy  is  persisted  in.  the 
retail  meat  dealers  have  given  fair  warning 
that  they  will  consider  this  the  last  straw. 

I hey  will  close  down,  and  the  public  will 
stand  behind  them  in  that.  That  would 
mean  that  available  meat  in  Canada  will 
spoil,  and  the  Government  would  be  forced, 
willy  nilly.  to  amend  a policy  which  simply 
has  not  commended  itself  to  the  people.  Two 
mistakes  were  made  in  the  promulgation  of 
that  policy:  the  publk  was  left  quite  unaware 
of  what  the  Dominion  was  trying  to  do; 
and  the  actual  system  of  rationing  with 
carcass  weight  coupons  and  tokens''  lor 
change,  meant  renewed  red  tape  at  its  clum- 
siest and  worst. 

The  Dominion  Cabinet  will  be  aware  by 
this  time  of  how  the  public  feeli  about  this 
ill  conceived  effort.  II  they  are  wise,  the 
Cabinet  will  ask  the  Prices  Board  to  recon - 
aider  the  whole  case.  There  is  still  time  to 
start  afresh  Tell  the  people  the  facts.  De- 
clare what  Canada  is  aiming  at  in  meat 
conservation.  Then  find  the  most  direct 
and  the  least  cumbersome  method  of  achiev- 
ing that  result  I he  people  will  respond, 
hut  they  will  not  be  driven  blindfold  in 
any  direction. 

Moreover,  the  Government  must  meet  a 
frank  suspicion  on  the  part  of  the  people 
that  those  in  'control  ' jobs  are  proving 
reluctant  to  let  go  now  chat  the  war  is 
ended  The  war  is  ended,  however,  and  that 
changes  much  Red  tape  will  no  longer  be 
accepted  sight  unseen. 

Meanwhile,  an  attempt  to  draw  a red 
herring  across  the  frail  by  means  of  propa- 
ganda is  failing  The  amount  of  meat  that 
Canada  sends  ultimately  to  Europe  is  not  in 
dispute,  but  the  method  by  which  it  shall  be 
conserved.  Not  only  the  ' churches,  the  Red 
Cross  and  the  Women's  Regional  Advisory 
Board  are  in  favor  of  Canada  doing  its 
duty,  hut  also  every  Canadian  is.  The  point 
is  the  meat  dealers  have  proposed  a twenty 
per  cent  voluntary  reduction  in  meat  con- 
aumption.  while  the  Government  is  tinkering 
with  a twelve  and  a half  per  cent  arbitrary 
one.  1 he  public  believes  that  the  meat 
dealers  are  right. 

Dissolving  (,on  tract* 

Every  time  the  state  undertakes  to  inter- 
fere with  the  law  of  contracts  ir  will  have  its 
hands  full  I hat  is  precisely  the  case  today 
with  regard  to  the  former  six  months'  notice 
procedure  in  landlord  and  tenant  contracts. 
Brlore  Ottawa  passed  the  "no  eviction " 
order  six  months'  notice  could  be  given 
legally  to  the  tenant  in  the  case  where  a dwell 
ing  was  desired  for  the  legitimate  needs  of 
its  owner  Many  people  in  this  area  bought 
homes  on  that  direct  understanding  Now 
they  find  that  it  meant  nothing  that  they 
arc  still  on  #hc  outside,  looking  in  at  a tenant 
who  under  the  "no  eviction  order  will  nor 
budge. 

I ven  a pallid  and  uninspiring  imagination 
could  picture  much  that  would  follow.  There 
arc  divided  families  all  over  Victoria  The 
father  lives  in  one  place,  the  mother  in  an- 
other. and  their  children  arc  spread  around 
the  community  with  relatives  or  friends  — 
and  sometimes  it  is  with  strangers.  Mean- 
while. the  homes  they  own  are  in  oihcr's 
hand*  -others  who  are  living  very  much  the 
same  kind  of  existence,  split  up  and  separated 
tajhe  last  degree  This  grim  game  of  musical 
chairs,  without  the  music,  has  been  going  on 
for  several  years  in  this  area  It  is  the  product 
of  unmitigated  red  tape 

As  has  already  been  pointed  out.  there 
is  no  gam  in  keeping  even  one  family  out  of 
the  home  that  it  owns  There  is  only  a Iom, 
and  that  is  a loss  to  the  nation  as  well  as  to 
the  family  concerned  The  thing  becomes 
ridiculous  when  families  arc  split  in  two. 
three  and  sometimes  it  is  four  segments,  no 
two  of  which  are  together.  That  is  happen- 
ing. with  untold  misery  in  its  wake.  1 he 
case  becomes  the  more  serious  when  it  is  seen 
that  many  of  these  homes  were  purchased 
under  a then  Government  guarantee  that 
in  six  months'  time  they  could  be  possessed 
and  used  by  their  ovrnrre  That  guarantee 
teems  to  have  been  thrown  out  of  the 
window. 

It  is  not  within  any  human  mind  to  fol- 
low completely  what  happens  when  the  law 
respecting  contracts  ii  so  distorted  and 
abridged  The  involvements  virtually  are 
limitless.  To  begin  with,  the  state  itself 
stand*  challenged  with  bad  faith.  It  went 
back  on  its  given  word.  It  permitted  people 
to  use  their  saving*  to  acquire  homes,  and 


then  denied  them  access  to  those  homes.  It 
trumped  a “six  months  notice''  order,  with 
a “no  eviction’*  order,  leaving  something 
akin  to  chaos  as  the  net  result.  Will  the 
Dominion  look  at  this  situation  now  before 
Winter  comes’  It  should.  A few  concrete 
instances  cited  in  the  correspondence  columns 
today  indicate  some  of  the  human  difficulties 
that  are  involved.  There  are  many  others. 

Grubhlakinfj; 

One  of  the  simplest  and  most  encouraging 
of  British  Columbia  plans  for  the  re-estab- 
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aims  at  the  training  and  the  grubstaking  of 
young  prospectors  who  wish  to  try  their 
luck  in  the  hills  and  on  the  river  bars  in 
search  of  mineral  wealth.  Certain  areas  of 
the  province  have  been  well  prospected. 
Others  have  hardly*been  examined  at  all.  In 
between  there  arc  numerous  areas  which, 
having  shown  some  promise,  should  have  a 
good  deal  of  attention  paid  to  them  by  men 
qualified  to  recognize  base  and  precious 
metals,  and  the  industrialized  raw  materials 
of  today. 

The  war  taught  British  Columbia  afresh 
that  it  had  not  two.  but  three  strings  to  its 
mining  bow  Precious  metals,  particularly 
where  they  pay  the  cost  of  milling  base  metals- 
in  some  volume,  will  always  be  important 
to  us  The  chief  base  metals — lead,  zinc, 
copper  and  the  like — arc  of  fairly  wide  dis- 
persal in  British  Columbia  I heir  uses  are 
many,  and  to  some  extent  will  be  a constant 
in  civilization  for  some  time  to  come.  The 
new  trend  was  in  the  war  need  and  use  of 
specialized  metals  and  minerals;  leading  to 
mining  and  metallurgical-practices  which  will 
. carry  over  into  the  peace. 

Mining  has  long  proved  of  importance 
to  British  Columbia.  The  chances  before 
the  young  prospreror  today  have  increased, 
rather  than  diminished,  with  the  years.  He 
can  range  further,  and  look  for  j greatly 
augmented  list  of  raw  materials  His  training, 
in  classroom  and  otherwise-  has  vastly  im- 
proved. Productive  discoveries  should  follow 
a definite  policy  of  re-examining  the  mineral- 
ized belts  in  this  province,  and  they  will  be 
needed.  Meanwhile,  here  is  a life  calling  for 
those  who  will  train  for  it  and  apply  that 
knowledge  in  the  field. 

Tax  Relief 

Debate  drone*  along  in  Parliament  at  Ot- 
tawa, with  much  the  same  persistence  that 
it  always  did.  hut  tax  relief  -the  issue  that 
most  Canadians  are  interested  in — remains 
very  close  to  the  surface.  We  shall  be  told, 
of  course  to  wait  and  sec  when  the  budget 
comes  down  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
Mackenzie  King  Administration  had  not  al- 
ready spoken  with  two  voices  on  the  matter 
there  would  he  far  more  assurance  than  there 
is  that  something  of  a decisive  and  practical 
nature  will  be  done  to  lessen  the  burden  of 
war  taxes  otr  the  people  of  Canada. 

Mr  Islev  has  declared  that  Government 
revenues  cannot  be  reduced  far  il  the  Admin- 
istration is  to  carry  out  its  postwar  plans, 
including  the  payment  of  family  allowances 
and  the  like.  Other  members  of  the  federal 
Cabinet  have  hinted  at  tax  reductions  with: 
out  this  guarded  limitation.  The  current 
formula  at  Ottawa  serms  to  be  that  persons 
“dose  to  the  Government.  ' but  not  presum- 
ably of  it.  expect  a reduction  in  the 
income  tax  among  the  lower  income  brackets. 

Only  a few  months  ago  the  Government 
was  claiming  that  Canadians  paid  the  highest 
rate  of  war  income  tax  in  the  world.  The 
people  believed  the  Administration  then,  and 
the  claim  was  probably  a correct  one  On  the 
other  hand,  the  war  is  ended  sums  needed 
before  for  munitions  and  arms,  and  planes 
and  ships,  do  not  have  to  be  repeated;  vast 
standing  lorcYs  arc  being  cut  down,  and  the 
character  of  the  day*  to  be  laced  is  changing 
rapidly.  War  purposes  are  being  relegated 
to  the  past,  and  peace  purposes  are  coming 
in 

What  will  that  mean  to  the  taxpayer? 
Will  he  be  permitted  to  retain  a more  reason- 
able proportion  of  what  he  earns*  Will  he 
have  working  capital  for  his  business.  and 
an  opportunity  to  save  in  his  home'  Or  will 
the  Government  go  on  draining  the  national 
pav  cheque  as  if  the  war  continued  unabated? 
The  budget,  of  course,  will  supply  the  an- 
swer 4 he  people  expect  of  that  budget  a 
sane  and  recognizable  measure  of  tax  relief 
Moreover  that  is  their  right.

Sir.—  Re  "Owner*  and  Homo.”  I 
would  like  to  add  a few  comment* 
on  that  subject 

I Just  how  long  landlords  will  mu- 
tine  to  suffer  the  hardships  that 
the  Dominion  Government  has  im- 
posed on  them  since  the  new  freez- 
ing order  came  Into  effect  Is  a mat- 
ter for  much  thought.  Up  to  tlie 
lime  when  the  fricztng  order  bet  nine 
effective,  homes  were  bought  in 
good  faith  that  occupancy  would  lie 
gained,  where  the  house  was  ten- 
ant-occupied. ntirr  a period  of  six 
months.  Plan*  were  made  accord- 
ingly. In  most  cases  tenants  co- 
operated lo  the  fullest  and  both 
landlord  and  tenant  appiv«  lated 
each  other*  difficulties.  Even  in 
cases  where  there  was  no  co-o|iera- 
tlon  from  the  tenant,  no  Intelligent 
person  would  have  resorted  to  evic- 
tion. That  method  was  never  the 
solution  lo  the  problem. 

While  the  plan  of  landlord  and 
.tenant  working  towards  some  defi- 
nite plan  to  help  each  other  may 
'not  have  been  a perfect  one,  yet  I 
firmly  believe  the  results  were  far 
better  than  those  achieved  with  the 
new  one.  There  Is  far  more  111  feel- 
ing between  landlord  and  tenant 
now  Utah  there  ever  wax  In  ths 
post.  If  Ihe  Federal  authorities 
are  going  to  dictate  thnl  so  owner 
cannot  gain  po— ess  ion  of  his  own 
house  after  the  owner  has  com- 
plied with  aU  regulations,  then  tlie 
home,  which  U no  longer  of  any 
«m  to  the  owner,  should  be  sold  to 
th*  Government.  Let  the  Govern- 
ment that  I*  so  Interested  In  keep- 
ing the  tenants  undisturbed  assume 
the  role  of  landlord,  pay  taxes  and 
general  upkeep,  and  In  turn  collect 
the  rent*.  Let  us  all  be  tenant*  and 
share  In  the  privileges. 

How  futile  It  Is  to  appear  and 
state  your  ea*e.  Only  those  who 
have  had  that  experience  know  that 
Il  is  only  a formality,  nothing  more. 
It  certainly  Is  not  the  majority  of 
landlords'  idea  of  Justice.  It  lx  my 
'suggestion  that  all  landlords  who 
I have  suffered  like  treat  ment  gel  to- 
IgMher  and  send  a petition  l«  Ot- 
tawa asking  that  their  right*  be 
rrcogniwd.
